"Members of the Congress: Late 
last February 1 reported to you rela- 
tive to the American merchant marine, 
and recommended legislation which 
the execotlTe brandi of the goren- 
ment desmed esaentlal to promote our 
merdiant marine and with it our 
national welfare. 

"Other problems were pressing and 
other questions psodliig, and for ooe 
reason or another, which need not be 
recited, the suggested legislation has 
not progressed beyond a favorable rec- 
ommendation by the bouse committee. 
The committee has given the qoeadsa 
a full and painstaking inquiry and 
study, and 1 hope that its favorable 
report speedily will be glveo the force 
of law. 

Would Clear Atmsaphsrsu 

"It will be hdpfol hi deariag the 
atmosphere if we start with the frank 
recognition of divided opinion and de- 
termined opposition. It is no new ex- 
perience. Like proposals have divided 
the congress on various previons occa- 
sions. Perhaps a more iesolute hos- 
tility never was manifest before, and 
I am very snro tho need for decisive 
action — decisive, favorable action — 
never was so urgent before. 

"We are not now dealing with a 
policy founded on theory; we have n 
problem which is a grim actn ility. \W 
are facing lnsist«'nt cotxlitions. out oi 
which will come either additional am! 
staggering govemnient Iorsps and nn 
tlonni Impotence on the sens, or eis< 
the unfurling of the flag on a gre.>- 
.M:ierican merdmnt marine comme" 
surate with our commercial Itnpor 
tance. to serve us as carrier of onr 
cnrgoe«s in pence and meet the neoes 
stfies of nur drf(>ase In war. 

Spent Three Billions. 

"There is no tliouglit here and now 
to magnify the relation of n merchaiiJ 
marine to our national defense. It i.- 
enongh to recall that we entered th> 
World v>-ur almost wholly dependent oi 
our lillies for tratisporration by sea 
We expended approximately three bil 
lions, feverishly, extra vaganriy. waste 
fully and impractically. Out of on: 
eagerness to make np for ilie oiiii- 
sions of peace and to me r the wa. 
emergency we bnllded ami otherwls. 
acquiretl the best merchant fleet, whici 
the govemmeat owns today. 

"In the simplest way I can say It 
our lmme«liate problem Is nor to buili 
and support a merchant <hlppln:: 
which I hold to t>e one of the highest 
and moet worthy ■•splratkms of an> 
great people. Onr 'roblei.i is to denl 
with what we now posses^, our proli- 
lem is to relieve the publie treasure 
of the drain It already is ■:ie(>ting. 

Offers Three Soluticns. 

"Three courses <tf action are pos

"The f^rst Is con.«tnictive. Enact 
the pending bill under which I flrmh 
believe an American merchant marine 
privately op«rated..btit serving all the 
people aad siwaaiw * a l aMaMa ' ♦» Ok 
government In any emersrency. maj 
In; estaidished and maintained.

Answer Is Apparent. 

"When the question is . asked. Why 
the Insistence for the morehant nin 

rine act new? the answer Is apparent. 

"It wmiid seem to me doubly hu- 
.mlliating when we own the ships and 
fail in the genius and e^MCity to turn 
their prows toward the marts of the 
w^rid. 

"This protilem cannot longer be ig 
nored. Its attempted solution cannot 
longer be postponed. The failure oi 
congress to act deelsltely will be ns 
disastrous than adverse aetioo."

CABINET PONDERS REMEDIES 



President and His Adviasrs Maat to 
Talk of Enfereamcnt Failure— May 
Agp sa i to Publie far 
Support. 

Washington, Nsnr. 2B.— Complete 
breakdown in liquor law enforcement, 
bringing witli it a conteiupt for all 
law and, graver stUI, a lack of full 
measured respect for American bisti- 
tutions, is giving President Haniing 
and other administration leaders 
grave concern. Tlie entire time of 
the cabinet session Friday was given 
to consideration of failure to make 
the coimtry measurably dry. 
Helda People Accountable. 

The cabinet coocladed that the peo- 
ple were to be Iteld accountable for 
the failure rather than the law. An 
official statement made after the «:al>- 
inet meeting as to the situation 
throughout tlie eountry as far as pro- 
hibition is concerned created a mild 

sensation in Washlngum becaisw it 

was so in contrast with official an- 
nouncements made over a long period 
of months by Prohibition Commission- 
er Uaynes, which in every instance 
proclaimed a grawiag rcq^wcC fee the 
law and an increase la sentiment for 
law enforcement. 

Concerned by Disregard. 

Tiie concern of the I'resident and 
Ms adv^Mrs is priaMully with tlie 
menace to the couatry se«i in the dis- 
regard for the proldbltlOB law by 
other\*ise law-abiding citizens. 

The cabinei discussed ways and 
saeaaa of strengthening law enforce- 
ment and regard for the protiibltioa 
laws and the eighteenth amendment. 
The conclusion was that some form 
of appeal to the people was neces- 
aary. A sssans is t>eing son^t to get 
the support and help of the coaadence- 
driven, government-loving members of 
the community that they will not per- 
mit or countenance violati<m of the 
liquor laws any more than other lavrs.
